Jerome contended that she had told 
much more, that Thaw seemed bent 
upon putting 
Stanford White 
in the 
penitentiary, that the statement that 
W hite had betrayed her was not true, 
that 
Stanford 
W hite 
had 
never 
harmed him; and that Thaw was con­ 
sumed with rage when she refused to 
sign and swear to the papers contain­ 
ing “lies against Stanford White.” 


Put in the Form of an Affidavit. 


“These things were put in the form 
of an affidavit,” declared Mr. Jerome, 
and that affidavit was subscribed to 
by Evelyn Nesbit when she knew what 
she was doing and what the paper con­ 
tained. 
“We want to show that the girl who 
told this remarkable story here on the 
witness stand swore at another time, 
under the solem nity 
of an oath, that 
naked—stripped 
absolutely 
naked— 
she had endured the lashings and beat­ 
ings of this 
defendant rather 
than 
swear lo 
his false statements 
that 
Stanford 
W hite 
had 
drugged 
and 
ruined her.” 
Mr. Jerome argued that the material 
point of the ease 
is whether or not 
Evelyn Nesbit told Thaw the story of 
her alleged ruin by Stanford White. 
Without that story In evidence, he de­ 
clared, the reason for the defendant’s 
alleged 
insanity 
disappears. 
The 
prosecutor 
plainly admitted 
the i" 
portance of young Mrs. Thaw’s te sti­ 
mony, and he said he wished by H um ­ 
m ers testim ony 
to show 
her own 
repudiation of the charges which on 
tho witness stand she renewed against 
White. 
“Thus,” ho concluded, “the Jury may 
infer from hor own statements after 
hor return from Europe in 1903 w heth­ 
er or not she had within two m onths 
of that time told this defendant the 
things she said she did.” 
Mr. Delmas objected to Hummel as 
a witness on the ground that his te s­ 
timony had to do with the truth or 
falsity of Mrs. Thaw's narration ami 
was not permisable under the rules of 
evidence.

taken. 


Contention of Jerome. 


Mr. Jerome's 
contention 
is 
that 
while he may not attack the truth or 
falsity of Mrs. T haw ’s statement that 
she was betrayed by White, he can 
attack the truth of her assertion that 
she told the story to Thaw at the tim e 
she says she did. 
Mr. Delmas first sought to Interrupt 
Hummel’s testim ony by showing that 
he was acting as Evelyn Nesbit’« legal 
adviser and counsel when she made 
certain statem ents to him. 
Hummel 
evaded this, however, 
by saying he 
was acting solely us W hite’s counsel 
and no legal action had been contem ­ 
plated In behalf 
of Miss Nesbit. 
He 
said he was paid a yearly retainer by 
Stanford White and could not say ex­ 
actly what he charged the architect 
tor drawing irp the affidavit. 
Asked if 
It was $1,000, ho burst Into laughter 
and said it was not. 
He finally placed 
the charge at “ one hundred dollar*- 
Ibaut.” 


When Evelyn Nesbit Thaw was on 
file wit ne s stand she said Stanford 
White came to see her one evening in 
1903 and iv ' cd her what she had to! I

Francisco hoard of education, keep­ 
ing its 
word with President 
R oose­ 
velt. 
unanimously

schools, 
and adopted an alternative resolution 
in accordance with the understanding 
reached at the W ashington conference 
between the president, Secretary Root, 
the school board and Mayor Schmitz. 
The 
board then 
sent the 
following 
telegram to President Roosevelt and 
Secretary Root: 
“At a regular m eeting of the board 
of education, held Wednesday after­ 
noon, a resolution as agreed upon wilt 
you, was adopted unanimously. Certi­ 
fied copy was given to United States 
District Attorney Devlin.” 
The 
president having 
telegraphed 
Mayor Schmitz that he would direct 
Mr. Devlin to dism iss the suits against 
the board in tho United States circuit 
court and thf^ supreme court of Cali­ 
fornia os soon as the action stated 
should be taken by tho board, m em ­ 
bers of that body look upon the Japa­ 
nese incident, as now closed insofar as 
San Francisco Is concerned.

Now York, 
March 11.- Tho 
most 
sensational decline in prices for sev­ 
eral years occurred on the stock mar­ 
ket Wednesday. 
Except that money 
rates were higher and that the tone 
on the foreign exchanges was unfa 
vorable, there was no news to account 
for the break In prices. 
The market 
opened weak under 
the Influence of 
lower prices 
for Americans 
abroad 
and the drop iii consols to the lowest 
price since 1886. 
At first tho down­ 
ward movement was gradual and the 
selling 
did not appear 
to be of 
an 
urgent character, but as soon as the 
rate for oui I money got above 6 per 
cent heavy blocks 
of stock were of­ 
fered for sale, apparently without le- 
gard 
to 
price, 
arid the 
downward 
trend of quotations became precipitate. 
Breaks of from one-half to a point be­ 
tween sales were frequent and the 
buying power was so limited that it 
seemed to bo difficult in some of the 
weaker features to execute Sidling or­ 
ders. 
It was noticed that weakness 
centered 
In Reading, the 
Harriman 
railroads and the Hill stocks, and the 
weakness of tho latter was closely a s­ 
sociated in tho minds of the profes­ 
sional traders with the departure for 
Europe 
W ednesday 
of J. 
Pierpont 
Morgan. 
The drop in Reading was as 
rapid and as sensational as was the 
sharp upward movement in the sam e 
stock a week ago, but there was no 
more new s 
to account 
for W ednes­ 
day’s m ovem ent than there was for 
the former one. 


Rally Followed by a Break. 


Aft cr 
the 
decline 
had 
finally 
roached 
its full 
momentum 
about 
midday there w;ui a rally, followed by 
another break, which in turn was suc­ 
ceeded by a renewal of the rally, but 
the better tone did not hold and Just 
before the close 
there was

and prices at or near the lowest of 
the day. 
Apart from tho higher money and 
the bearish feeling abroad, there was 
nothing In the day’s developments of

Reports of financial difficulties abroad 
were accepted as true and even m ag­ 
nified, th*' requirements of the money 
market within the next few days, a1

tance and a good idea of the tone of 
sentiment may he obtained from the 
fact that when new s 
was received 
that the secretory of the treasury did 
not. intend to call for an immediate 
return of $30,000,000 of government 
funds now In the hands of the banks, 
It mot with disbelief, traders fearing 
that it might he a fnlse r e p o r t giver 
nut in th*' hope of steadying the mar­ 
ket. 
Official confirmation was quick­ 
ly received, but up to tho clos)' it w as

W H I T E H O U S E C O N F E R E N C E . 


Result of Panicky Condition of New 


York Stock Market. 


Washington, March l l —In view of 
tho panicky condition of the New York 
stock market great importance is at- 
taehod to a hurried conference at th** 
White House, which was followed by 
an announcement by Secretary of the 
Treasury Cortelyou that. the $30,000,- 
000 which was deposited 
in national 
banks the last of September, to he re­ 
turned about 
the beginning 
of Feb­ 
ruary, 
would not 
be called 
for at 
present. 
Beyond saying that he was keeping 
a clos!1 watch on the situation in N ew 
York, Secretary Cortelyou would not 
indicate what his further plans were. 
The presence at the White House of 
six 
members 
of the 
cabinet, 
who 
cubed within a few minutes of each 
other, gave rise to a report that a spe­ 
cial meeting 
of the president’s 
ad­ 
visers had been called, but none of 
those present would —admit that the-
